It  has  been  a privilege  and  a pleasure  to  serve  the  Alumnae  Association  once  again  as 
President.  This  has  been  a two-year  term  filled  with  exciting  and  challenging  work 
Though  my  entire  two  years  we  have  been  planning  the  125^  Celebration  of  Nursing 
Education  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  I was  delighted  to  serve  as  the  co- 
chair for  the  event  Although  we  had  very  small  committees  putting  the  event 
together,  we  had  a hard  working  team  that  did  an  outstanding  job.  The  Board  of 
Directors  met  six  times  during  the  year.  We  finally  obtained  501-c3  status  with  the 
IRS  which  makes  the  Association  a non-profit  organization  and  tax  deferred  This 
also  means  that  all  donations  to  the  association  are  now  tax  deductible  based  on  the 
IRS  tax  codes.

In  future  years  when  we  gather  in  reunion  to  discuss  our  new  lives,  and  to  reminisce, 
our  first  recollection  will  be  the  completely  lost  feeling  we  experienced  when  trying  to 
locate  Thayer  House  for  the  first  time,  and  having  found  it,  trying  to  relocate  it

Roll  Call  will  remain  a hideous  memory,  the  sinking  feeling  as  we  looked  at  the  clock, 
with  only  seven  minutes  until  6:45,  and  the  benign  expression  on  the  instructor’s  face 
as  she  doled  out  tardy  slips. 

In  retrospect,  the  six  months  of  our  life  as  “Preclinicals”  will  seem  terribly  short, 
although  right  now  it  seems  they  will  never  end
